As viewsd here, the oporatlon must
be fought by Austrighs alone, for
Germany s in mo position to with
draw reserves [rom the west front
And Austrian morale at the presesnt
time Is at its lowest ebd. Hence If
this operation develops into a real
gerious reverse for Austria, it should
prove to be the last straw for the
tottgring dual monarchy, military
man s&Y.

The Senate In putting through tha
army sppropriation biil adopted an
amendment which is looked om Im
many quarters as hostile to the eivil
service system,

The affect of it is to malie perman-

ent the appointment of Ctemporary
employes of the Naturalisation Bu-
reau and Service and cover them iato
the clvil service.

Several Democratic Senators sup-
ported the amendment, Senator Smoot
opposed it, and said the civil service
law might better be abolished than
to pick out one bureau after another
and shift the emploves selected with-
out ecxamination inte the clvil serv-
Ice.

Senator Chamberiain deciared If he
had to depend for clerical assistance
on the clerks cortified to him by the
Civil Service Commission he would
reaign his seatl

Senator Thomas said he feared it
was the beginning of a concerted
movement of clerks and employes who
came here for the war period to make
their tenure permanent. He sald:
